formed themſelves into a voluntary Society for ſetting up Parochial Schools, : 


the beſt Remedy they could provide in that Caſe. „5 15 

Hereupon many ſuch Schools were ſet up in Dublin, and ſome other Chief 
Cities and Towns, under the Encouragement and Direction of ſeveral of the 
Biſhops, Nobility, Gentry, and Clergy, as a Means to forward the good Work; 
but after the Experience of many Years, they perceived that the Succeſs did 
not anſwer their Expectations; for the Children being taught as Day- Scholars 
only, and afterwards put out Apprentices and Servants, in Places not remote 
enough from their own Homes, their Popiſb Parents, and their Prieſts, had 
too frequent Acceſs to them, and often found Means to draw them back to 


Popery, juſt at that Point of Life, when Children begin to be ſuſceptible of 


Religious Impreſſions. 


But this Scheme, even though it had not failed in any Part, was very in- 


ſufficient to anſwer the End of a general Reformation: for as the major Part 
of thoſe Scholars were the Children of Prozeſtants, the Number of young Con-

verts made in thoſe Schools was very ſmall, and could not have turned the 

Ballance againſt Popery in the Space of ſome Centuries. 
It was therefore Judged neceſſary to find out ſome other Expedient, that 
might operate more extenſively and ſpeedily, to the general- Converſion and 

Reformation of the poor Natives. And the Expedient at laſt happily choſen, 

was to apply to his Majeſty by Petition, that he would by his Charter, incor- 
re a SOCIETY, with Powers for erecting Schools in ſeveral Parts of the 
Kingdom, wherein the. Children of poor Paꝑiſis, and other poor Natives, 
ſhould bg inſtructed in the Engliſh Tongue (which many of them cannot 
ſpeak) and in the Prineiples of true Religion and Loyalt . 

An humble Petition was accordingly preſented to His Majeſty, dated the 
17th Day of April, 1730, being ſigned by their Excellencies the then Lords 
Juſtices, and a great Number of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, of the 
Commons, the Clergy, and principal Gentlemen of the Kingdom; whereupon 

His Majefty , through the irbunle Interpoſition of his Grace the Duke of 
Nose then Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, was graciouſly pleaſed to grant His 

oyal Charter far the Purpoſes before mentioned, bearing Date. the 24th Day 
of October, 17 
On the 6th B25 0 of February following, the fal Charter was opened. and 
read in the Council Chamber in Dublin, in Preſence of his Grace the Lord 
Lieutenant aforeſaid, and many of the Nobility and Gentry. The Officers di- 
rected by the Charter were immediately choſen, and a Subſcri Peron -book ds ng 
for carrying on the good Work. E 
Many Perſons of Rank and Diſtinction then bende ſubſcribed * ; 
among whom the late Earl of Kildare deſerves to be mentioned with particular 

Honour and Gratitude, who gave Five Hundred Pounds at the firſt Opening 
of the Charter, and has ſince bequeathed Fifteen Hundred Pounds to the Society, 
for encouraging the School at Ca/tledermo?, and for erecung two other Schools, 
wiz. one at Strang ford, and the other at Manooth. 

But as the Effects of this Charter could not be obtained in their ſull Lati- 
tude, without keeping the Children apart from their Parents, and maintaining 
them in Meat, Drink, and Cloathing g, and erecting Houſes for their Accom- 
modation, and furniſhing the fame,” and paying Salaries, to School-Maſters, 
and providing Tools. and Utenſils for their Country Labours ; it was. ſoon 
evident, that the neceſſary Expence of a few Schools would require a greater 

Fund than this poor Country could ſupply. 

The Society therefore found themſelves under a Neceſſity of having Re- 
| courſe to the Charity and Piety of England (which has ever been diſtinguiſhed 
for Acts of Munificence;) and herein their Hopes have not been diſappointed, 


. .as will appear from the Liſt of Eugliſb Benefactors, which has been yearly pub- 
_ Aiſhed, and will continue ſo to be.

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In Purſuance of this View, the Society ſent over their late Secretary, Jobn 
Hanſard, Eſq; furniſhed with proper Credentials for ſoliciting and receiving 
Benefactions, in which he proved very ſuccelsful, . 
It was likewiſe thought adviſable to ſet on foot a Correſponding Society in 


London, who reſiding in that Metropolis, might be inſtrumental in procuring 


and remitting Subſcriptions and Donations, and keeping up a regular Correl- 
pondence with the Incorporated Society in Dublin, in order to inform them of 
all Occurrences, and to communicate their Sentiments and Advice, as Occaſion 
ſhould require. * e i 
By which Means ſeveral Perſons were encouraged to become Subſcribers : 
of which Number were moſt of the Biſhops of England; who, animated with 
a Zeal for the Honour of God, and a Spirit of Charity towards the poor 


deluded Natives of Ireland, preſently offered their Aſſiſtance 3 and having 


firſt contributed their own Benefactions, formed themſelves into a Society for 
that End, and have brought in a plentiful Harveſt of Benefactions to recruit 


the Fund, for which the Society do hereby publickly return Thanks to them, 


and to the pious and generous Benefactors whom God hath raiſed up by their 
Means ; ſome of thoſe we are bound in an eſpecial Manner to mention, and 


acknowledge in this Place: Theſe are One thouſand Pounds, being His Ma- 
jeſty's Donation, beſides His Royal Grant of a thouſand Pounds per Annum;

Acre of Land, ſome of them a greater Quantity, for the Site of a School, on 
their Eſtates, beſides beneficial Leaſes of ſmall Farms contiguous to every 


School, to be cultivated and improved by the Labour of the Boys; particu» 
larly the five Corporations of Dublin, Waterford, Kilkenny, Caſbell, and Trim, 
who have generouſly made conſiderable Grants out of their Eſtates, for encou- 
raging Schgols in or near their reſpective Cities, as is more fully ſet forth in 


ry 


the yearly Abſtract. 


In Conſequence whereof, the Sociaty have under their preſent Care and Di- 


rection thirty-nine Schools already opened; five now building, and five reſol- 


ved to be immediately built; making in all forty-nine Schools; beſides a 
Charter Nurſery in a Houſe hired for that Uſe in Dublin, where Children ſent 


up from the Country in Rags, are cloathed, fed, and taught, and attended by 


a Maſter, Miſtreſs, and Nurſe. This is a Sort of Storehouſe, from whence 


the Children are tranſplanted to: the Country Schools as Occaſions require, and 
has Accommodations for about One Hundred Children in Number, all which 
are ſupported out of their flender Fund. The. Society call it fender, becauſe 
it is comparatively ſo, regard being had to their preſent Out-goings, and to 


the Multitude of poor Popiſb Children yet unprovided for, who would fill ten 
times that Number of Schools, for a Succeſſion of many Years, if Means 


could be found to maintain them. 


But as the Divine Providence hath raiſed up many Benefactors for carrying | 
on this good Work thus far, the Society would hope that it will not reſt here; 


but that God will put it into the Hearts of many other Charitable Perſons to 
encourage theſe Schools, ſince they can no where find fitter Objects. For

verting the poor Natives of Ireland, be well calculated for that purpoſe, he
